A raarrul State <>f A««Ir» at Dallas, 
Texae. 

Dallas, Texas, July 15.— A negro entered 
the room of Mrs. Juliua Dental, a widow, ju»t 
before daylight, and attempted to outrage her 
person. Mrs. Oerstel fought her assailant 
desperately, scratching turn badly. Her face 
was fearfully scratched, and she was severely 
choked, and one of her eyes was blackened. 
L. Phillipson came to Mrs. Oerstel's relief, 
when the negro fled. Phillipson fired three 
shots at him, but failed to hit him. Mm. 
Gerstels struggles prevented the negro 
from accomplishing his purpose, but she 
la to-night very ill and under medical 
treatment. The white population of Dal- 
las is almost desperate to-night, and it would 
not be surprising to hoar of the most terrible 
and wholesale punishment being visited upon 
the suspicious and vicious black element which 
infests the city at any moment.

At least a dozen negroes have been 
discovered in the sleeping rooms of white 
women at residences where the men were ab- 
sent Numerous negroes have been arrested 
and held, but sufficient evidence could not be 
secured to justify mob law. A vigilance com- 
mittee was formed last night and 
i ... lay of the best citisens of all classes. A 
negro entered the residence of M. Benedict 
about midnight, where four ladies were alone. 
He was discovered and fled, running by two 
police officers, who fired five shot at him, but 
they failed to hit him.

After graduating at Yale in 1824, the 
Governor's father taught school in Balti- 
more, studied theology at Princeton, and 
became a Prespytenan clergyman at 
Windham, near Norwich, in 1828. He 
married a daughter of Abner Neal of 
Baltimore in 1820, preached a short time 
in Portsmouth, Va., and then settled in 
Caldwell, Essex County, N. J., where 
Grover Cleveland was born in 1837. The 
baptismal name was Stephen Grover 
Cleveland, but at an early age the Ste- 
phen was dropped, and afterward the 
Governor has been known as Grover 
Cleveland. 

The Governor's parents had nine chil- 
dren. Anna, the eldest, was the wife of 
Dr. Hastings, missionary to Ceylon ; 
William N. is a Presbyterian minister at 
Forestport, N. Y; Mary became Mrs. W. 
E. Hoyt ; Cecil and Frederick were pro- 
prietors of a popular winter resort at 
Nassau, and lost their lives at the burn- 
ing of the steamship Missouri oil' the Ba- 
hamas in lM7ii; Margaret became Mrs. 
N. B. Bawn ; Susan is the wife of L. 
Youmans, and another sister, Rose, is 
unmarried. 

When Grover Cleveland was three 
years old his father moved to Fayette- 
ville, and the boy was sent to the acad- 
emy at Clinton, N. Y., where he got the 
bulk of his education. He left school 
at sixteen. His father was too poor to 
send him to college, and he worked in 
e village grocery store for $.50 a year. 
Upon the death of his father he came 
to New York, and was for a time a teacher 
vYork Ai 
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street. In May, 1855, he 
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whom he assisted in the publication 
herd book. He was determined to 
study law, and began at a salary of $4 a 
week, in the office of Rogers. Bowen &
